WHY RECYCLE? 

SMEAC has run the recycling center for over 17 years 
and those of us who use the center on a regular basis 
are well aware of the reasons to recycle. 

It is much less expensive to recycle aluminum, glass 
and newspaper than to produce it in the first place. We 
are not using our natural resources as quickly if we 
recycle. We are not filling our landfills and dumps as 
rapidly if we recycle. 

Sierra Madre and surrounding cities have been given a 
mandate to cut down on the amount of waste dumped 
at Scholl Canyon dump and the State has mandated 
that all communities must reduce their trash by 25% 
through recycling. 

What can we do to help in the reduction of trash? Use 
the SMEAC Recycling Center, ask your grocer for 
paper bags rather than plastic, be aware of packaging 
materials that are non-degradable and boycott the pro¬ 
duct. Recycle your garden trash and garbage through 
composting. 

If you are unable to get to the Center here In town, 
please tie or bag your newspaper, separate your 
aluminium and glass, bag it and put It on the curb with 
your regular trash on collection day. At least someone 
will benefit from it. 

If you need the money from your recyclables, take 
California redemption bottles and cans to Howies for a 
V refund or take newspapers, glass an aluminium to J 
P Shredders In Monrovia.

Three fire cases were solved as arson last week 
and the suspect has been booked and sent by 
the district attorney to Sybil Brand. 

Fire Marshal Kramer told The News that the 
First fire on Nov. 17 at 10:34 a.m. was a dump¬ 
ster fire at 90 Suffolk.

The suspect who is a 21-year-old female has 
recently come to the area from Northern California.

Goal statements, objectives and some activities 
waiting for comittee and task force attention 
resulted from two community forums and 
meetings with numerous local organizations.
